VII.  Members  to  be  elected  by  ballot,  after  being  proposed  at  ftne 
preceding  meeting  of  the  Society. 

VIII.  Donors  of  Ten  Pounds,  currency,  to  be  members  of  a  general 
ccmmittee,  by  virtue  of  their  donation. 

IX.  Subscribers  of  One  Pound,  currency,  per  annum,  to  have  the 
right,  if  otherwise  qualified,  of  studying  personally  in  the  Academy,  or 
of  recommending  for  that  purpose  any  member  of  his  own  family,  or 
one  stranger ;  and  has  albo  free  admission  to  the  Exhibitions,  and  is 
entitled  to  two  transferable  tickets  for  Ladies,  whose  names  shall  be 
written  thereon.
